The moment that the slippers and belt 
came to view there were two screams of hor- 
ror from the mother and sister 
of the lost gil, which showed 
that the identification was complete. The 
young lady began to comfort her mother, who 
is almost distracted.

Many Cases of Typhoid Fever at Johnstown

SEQUEL TO AN ELOPEMENT. 


August Hamburger Swears Out a Warrant 
and Tells a Queer Tale. 


About noon to-day Deputy Sheriff McCarthy 
arrested a youthful prisoner in the person of 
Frank Hamburger, a 19-year-old boy, and 
locked him up in the jail on a warrant sworn 
out by the lad’s father, August Hamburger, 


charging him with grand larceny. The story 
is somewhat peculiar and very interesting. It 
seems that the senior Hambureer, about six 
years ago, was the prosperous propri- 
etor 0 a neatly stocked grocery 
on Franklin avenue between Twentieth 
and. Twenty-first streets. Adout this 
time his daughter, a prepossessing girl of 18 
years, ran away with one of her father’s em- 
ployes. Hamburger followed the couple ina 
rage, alleging that the fugitives had carried 
away with them a large amount of 
money belonging to bim and of 
which the girl had in some way 
obtained possession. The lovers were caught 
and brought back to this city, but the irate 
parent forgave them and withdrew all prose- 
cution in the case. It now appears that 
Hamburger’s wife and oldest son, Frank, 
sided with the daughter in her 
action and bitterly denounced the father for 
his alleged persecution, To outside; appear- 
ances, howéver, all family discordance was 
amicably settled. This morning Humburger 
appeared at the Four Courts and swore 
out a warrant charging his — wife 
and son with grand larceny. The 
boy was caught but the mother has not as yet 
been found. Hamburger, at present a penni- 
less man, insists that since the trouble of six 
years ago, his wife and son have been tak- 
ing all his worldly possessions. According 
to his story, they secretly appropriated 
the proceeds from his grocery trade untii his 
stock was so depleted and debts so large that 
he was forced to assign. He says the con- 
spirators frequently ‘‘burglarized’’ the prem- 
ises, making away with everythin 

of any ractical value upon whic 

they could lay their hands. He 
now claims that while he is inthe depths of 
poverty they are rolling in wealth, having 
secretly invested the proceeds. The amount 
alleged in the warrantto have been stolen 
is $2,000, but Mr. Hamburger insists that 
the sum does not half cover the 
total resuit of their depredations, continued 
as they have been forso many years. Young

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OF EDITOR DAWSON ON THE 
WITNESS STAND. 


He Loses His Self-Possession and Gives 
Evasive Answers to All Questions—The 
Killing and Attempt te Bury Dawson’s 
Body Admitted—A Plea of Self-Defense— 
The French Governess’ Story. 


CHARLESTON, S. O., June 29.—The chief wit- 
ness in the McDow trial yesterday was Marie 
Burdeyron, the French governess of Capt. 
Dawson's children. It was in defense of her 
honor that Dawson lost his life. The witness, 
abandsome brunette of 22 years, ladylike in 
manners and perfectly self- possessed, testified 
as tothe murderer’s attentions to her, his 
gifts and their clandestine meetings. 
After becoming acquainted with McDow in 
February last, she met him almost daily up to 
and on the day of the killing, sometimes at 
the Dawson residence and often elswhere. 
On the day the murder was committed McDow 
drove with her toa house in the suburbs and 
wanted her to enter, but she refused. McDow 
wanted to marry her, promising to get a dl 
yorce in North Oarolina. McDow told 
her he had married his wife for money, 
but was tired of her. He sent her 
poetry and flowers and made her a 
present of a watch. On cross-examination 
all attempts to confuse the witness failed. 
She neither loved nor hated McDow. During 
their acquaintance he kissed her twice. The 
defendant had a photograph of her. She did 
not give it to him, but merely showedit. He 
kept it. She had never said anything to Capt. 
Dawson or his family about this affair with 
McDow. 

Four other witnesses testified and the State 
announced that all its evidence was in. 


M’DOW ON THE STAND. 

A large mass of people surrounded the 
court-house this morning beforethe doors 
were opened, for it was. known that Dr. Mc- 
Dow’s counsel would begin taking testimony 
for the defense end it was understood that the 
accused himself would be the first witness. 
When court opened and the jury was called 
the judge instructed the attorneys to proceed 
with the case, and Gov. McGrath turned to his 
client and said: Dr. McDow, take the 
stand. 

A marked change came over the prisoner’s 
face as he took his seat in the witness 
chalr. From the day of the killing 
to the time Gov. McGrath spoke 
to him he has maintained a stoical composure 
that was perfectand absolute. The testimony 
of the prosecution did not seem to have the 
slightest effect upon him. He listened to the 
evidence against him without showing the 
least sign of discomfiture or fear, and even the 
damaging statements of Marie Burdeyrew, 
Mrs. Dawson’s maid, who was the in- 
nocent cause of Capt. Dawson’s death,did not 
disturb bim, but when he took the stand to 
testify in his own behalf, to tell hisown story 
and make his excuses, the color left his face 
and he turned deadly pale. He was nervous 
and bis lips trembled when he spoke. He 
moved restlessly in his chair and seemed ill at 
ease. The spectators expected that he wonld 
tell the story of the killing and why he shot 
Capt. Dawson. They expected an interesting 
tale and a dramatic scene. 

BUT THEY WERE DISAPPOINTED. 

Dr. McDow’s attorneys would not permit 
him to make a connected statement, but 
asked him questions and confined him to brief 
answers. hey asked him if he killed Capt. 
Dawson, and he answered simply 1 did.“ 
The attorneys then proceeded to bring out 
the incidents and facts one ata time, and 
would not even permit Dr. McDow to tell the 
story of the actual killing, but asked questions 
that only called for shortanswers. Dr. McDow 
admitted nearly everything the prosecution 
sought to prove. He admitted the killingand 
acknowledged that he dug the holein the 
closet and attempted to bury 
body. His defense was that 
Dawson struck him with his

the shot. Self-defense is his plea and the 
only exeuse he offers. Dr. McDow will prob- 
ably be on the stand all day and his examina- 
tion may not be concluded until to-morrow

Both Houses agreed to the bill creating a State 
board of arbitration to adjust labor troubles. 
The board isto consist of three members to 
be appointed by the Governor. They are 
given the power to issue subponses for wit- 
nesses, and to co i the production of 
books the same as a court of record.

HELENA, Ark., June 26.—News has reached 
here to-day that a day or two since a very 
serious difficulty took place in the western 
portion of this county on the Delk place, in 
which one Taylor was seriously if not fatally 
cut by Abe Walker.
